CHAPTER 394. 
AN ACT to ereate section 70.015 of the statutes, relating to the 

assessment of property. 
The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 

Assembly, do enact as follows: 
SECTION 1. A new section of the statutes is created to be num-

bered 70.015 and to read: 
70.015 Whenever the governing body of any town, village, 

or city shall determine that an emergency exists in the assessment 
of the property of the taxation district and shall deem it neces-
sary, after consultation with and approval by the tax commis-
sion, to employ expert or additional clerical or other help to aid 
in making an assessment in order that such assessment may be 
equitably made in compliance with law, such governing body 
shall have the power to employ such help as may be necessary 
and at such compensation as shall be approved by the tax com-
mission. When so appointed such expert help, together with the 
assessor, shall have all the powers of an assessment board as pro-
vided in section 70.01. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upon pas.sage and publi-
cation.
